Ho asked tho 
Court to ascertain that such a 
communique had been received, 
and when that had been con- 
firmed he would make an ap- 
plication to his Lordship to 
vary the order ho had made for 
the cross-examination of Mr 
Kwee and Major’ Pamocra- 
hardjo, , 

Mr MeNeill informed: the 
‘Court that « communique was 
received yesterday by Mr Kwee 
from his Government advising 
him that o communique had 
been received by the Indonesian 
Government from HM Govern- 
ment Indicating that Mr Kwee’s 
diplomatle | immunity wag ra 
cognigod,..
